He knows personally SEMIS CHBTNY - "from Komsomol"* One of his friends is 
PAVLYCHKO, Dmytro, Ukrainian writer. Subject also heard that PIDSUKHA 
had brought from Canada "Suchasnist" , all publications of "Prolog", and other 
books* Subject himself read "Suchasnist", mafaly articles on economic 
problems* 


He was given by Source " Pravda Kobzaria", two volumes of Koshelivets, 
and "Suchasnist"* Subject was interested in "Suchasnist", who were the

5. Subject introduced Source to SHCHYRBA Anatoli Ivanovich, and 
also gave Source the address of the hotel at which Kiev-Ballet was to be 
accommodated. 

6* Asked why ”Ekho Cherhoho Lieu" by Belaev and Podolanin was 
printed in such a great number, Subject replied,” The topic, dear Friend, 
the topic ... though I haven’t read it myself”.
